A recent su rv ey of fiv e widely separated states 
shows that 3.15 per cent of the farm popu la­ 
tion is enrolled in high schools, compared with 
3.55 of the non-farm popu lation going bey ond 
the grades. 
This shou ld giv e pau se to the people who re­ 
gard the farm as a “back woods” area where ed­ 
u cation is not rated v ery high. 
Su ch a state of affairs is rapidly passing in 
most ru ral commu nities du e to the centraliza­ 
tion of high schools and the realization u pon 
the part of parents that their children shou ld 
hav e at least a high school edu cation in order 
to mak e their way in the world. 
It has been prov ed bey ond all argu ment that a 
high school edu cation is v alu able to the tiller 
of the soil, ju st as it is to the pu pil who goes 
into the mercantile bu siness or tak es u p one of 
the professions. 
A su rv ey of three representativ e areas in In­ 
diana, Illinois and Iowa shows that tenant farm ­ 
ers with a high school edu cation receiv e an av ­ 
erage annu al labor income of $526 a y ear more 
than the men with only a common school edu ­ 
cation. 
A college edu cation will add to this av erage 
$435 a y ear, mak ing the income of college grad­ 
u ates $97 9 more a y ear than the labor earnings 
of the men with common school edu cation. 
With the preponderance of the ev idence on 
the side of edu cation, ev ery think ing boy and 
girl will endeav or to go as far as it is hu manly 
possible for them to go in acq u iring k nowledge.

An accident occu ring in early 
December 1880 in Circlev ille, in 
which Charley Mu lv ihille, Frank 
Cau ley and my self figu red oc­ 
casioning a v isit to “Bob” Cox ’s 
dru g store brings v ididly to my 
mind that gentlemanly dru ggist, 
whose antecendents and q u ali­ 
ties are so well worth reciting, 
that I here recite a few of them. 
The family came here originally 
from Virginia, in the person of 
Robert Stewart Cox who was the 
son of Daniel and Mary < Stew­ 
art) Cox , and was born Ju ne 1, 
1802 in 
Monongahela 
cou nty , 
Va., and came to Indiana in 1822. 
Locating at Fay ettev y ie, Ind., 
Robert S., soon after rhov ed to 
Connersv ille and there q u it the 
stu dy of law, for that of medi­ 
cine, at the su ggestion of Caleb 
Smith, an early practitioner and 
personal friend, who in later 
y ears became secretary of the 
interior u nder President Lincoln. 
They formed the partnership of 
Smith and Cox which flou rished 
u ntil Mr. Cox mov ed to Ru shv ille 
and established a branch office 
which continu ed u ntil Smith was 
selected by the Whigs for the U. 
S. Senate, when Pleasant A. 
Hack elman and Mr. Cox formed 
a partnership. 
In common with most lawy ers, 
each was an activ e politician. In 
1844 Cox was chosen representa­ 
tiv e for Ru sh cou nty and Hack le- 
man branched ou t in the editori­ 
al field bu t continu ed the activ e

war brok e ou t when he enlisted 
only to lose his life later, on the

' Miss. Mr. Cox was highly edu - 
i cated for the timfcs he liv ed, and 
I giv en to the literary pu rsu its.

Robert W. Cox was born in 
Ru shv ille, March 13. 1850, son of 
Robert Stewart and Su san <Beav - 
I er) Cox . Here he liv ed and died 
i and no one ev er k new “Bob,” as 
1 familiarly k nown, bu t had a good 
1 reason to k indly remember him. 
; He was one of the first three 
gradu ates from the Ru shv ille 
| high school, where he had been 
edu cated. Su pplementary to this, 
^ he took a cou rse in pharmacy at 
; Ann Harbor, Michigan, and then 


j formed a partnership with Fin- 
| ley B. Pu gh at Ru shv ille. This 
firm—Cox and Pu gh—lasted for 
y ears and ended when Mr. Cox 
bou ght ou t his partner’s interest 
and ran the bu siness alone u ntil 
his retirement in 1898 
He then gav e his time and a t­ 
tention to the work of Free mas­ 
onry , a su bject he had long 
cherished and with which he had 
I a better acq u aintance than any 
, other man in eastern Indiana. 
He wa.s married to Ally M. Poe 
| on Ju ne 27 , 187 7 . She was a 
dau ghter of Thomas and Mar­ 
tha (McNeel) Poe, born in Mason 
cou nty , Ky . To this u nion were 


jborn three children v iz: Ralph S., 
Miles S. and Marjorie. 
Miles Cox , lik e his father was 
of a generou s, k indly and m an­ 
ly disposition and imbu ed with 
the same lov e of Masonry and 
was affiliated with sev eral bod­ 
ies of it. He serv ed as treasu rer 
of the grand oldge of the I. O. R. 
M. and was connected with the 
People’s National bank from 1907 
u ntil 1915 when he became treas­ 
u rer of the Peoples Tru st com­ 
pany . 
He had gradu ated from the 
Ru shv ille high school in 1905 and 
later took a cou rse at DePau w 
u niv ersity . His pleasant cheerfu l
